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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 24-29 are requested to be cancelled without prejudice to further prosecution on 
the merits. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed 
listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) 
remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status 
identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 1-23 and 30-35 are now pending 
in this application. 

In paragraph 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-29 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-29 of Patent Application No. 09/883,495, issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,599,556, 
claims 1-37 of copending Patent Application Serial No. 09/883,496, claims 1-29 of 
copending Patent Application No. 09/883,849, and claims 1-42 of copending Patent 
Application No. 09/989,743. 

The applicants ha% e filed a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 32 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) 
to overcome this rejection. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
